b. The Desk Chiefs of Liaison Branch are not in strong 
enough positions and do not have the time needed to correct 
collection and liaison deficiencies relating to lAC policy. 
Therefore, greater ICAPS participation is indicated. 

(1) They cannot effect better collection coverage. 

(2) Since they cannot make comnltments for CIA, 
they cannot trade CIA service for needed lAC or non- 
lAC services. 

c. Two concepts contained in Liaison Branch statement 
of functions are neither realistic nor susceptible to imple- 
mentation in the near future. 

(1) Liaison Brauich has not and cannot effectively 
coordinate and consolidate requirements, (see Tab A 
for an initial proposed solution for this problem, } 

(2) A central CIA reading panel la not possible 
without extensive CIA reproduction facilities. The 
establishment of a reading panel now would prove of 
marginal value.
